LETTER TO EDITOR 

Editor, The Vulcan Advocate: 

There is a question I would like 
to raise In the minds of all par¬ 
ents. Is the Boy Scout organiza¬ 
tion the “one organization too 
many” in the Vulcan district? 

Are the few die-hards of the 
organization forcing something on 
the parent that he does not want? 
Please note that when I say Boy 
Scout organization I mean Scouts, 
Guides, Cubs and Brownies. 

I attended the last Scout Parent 
meeting in Vulcan, Oct. 8. The 
support of the organization for the 
past few years since I have been 
connected with It has remained 
the same. There has been very 
little or practically no parent sup¬ 
port. Public support of the Scout 
organization In relation to Apple 
Day, Bottle Drives, Tree Sales, 
etc., has been good, but individual 
parent support is sadly lacking. 

The Scout organization In Vul¬ 
can represents approximately 160 
boys and girls from 8 to 18 years 
of age. It also represents about 80 
families or about 160 adult persons 
having direct family connection 
with the organization. 

The parent meeting Oct. 8 was 
attended by 14 persons (more 
than usually attend). Of these 
people, seven were adults who 
have family participation in the 
Scout movement and seven were 
adults who do not. Six were 
leaders who, plus the chairman 
and secretary, usually do not vote; 
leaving a voting representation of 
only six persons. Do you believe 
this is fair parent support of the 
organization? There isn’t one of 
the Scout or Cub leaders or as¬ 
sistant leaders who have any child¬ 
ren participating in the Scout 
movement. Parents don’t seem to 
be that interested. Is Scouting the 
one organization too many? 

Over the past years the parents 
and leaders who are actively in¬ 
terested In the movement have 
used every method they could 
think of to attract parent partici¬ 
pation. Meeting were held regu¬ 
larly (3rd Tuesday of each month 
in the Scout hall at 8:00 p.m.) and 
each meeting was publicised in the 
local paper. For one meeting, 
every parent was contacted and 
notified of the meeting but the 
turn-out was still just the same 
interested few. We have not been 
lacking in publicity — The Ad¬ 
vocate has been very co-operative 
in publicising Scouting with pic¬ 
tures and stories to help us create 
parent interest. The leaders have 
held joint banquets, parades, sales 
campaigns, camporees and many 
other functions that should inter¬ 
est parents. 

There isn’t a parent, if so wish¬ 
ing, who can’t help the movement 
in some way. Just simply show 
some inteerst — interest towards 
Scouting, towards the leaders or 
towards the work your child is 
doing in Scouting. 

But here are a few examples of 
the way “interest” has actually 
been shown. 

The Scout Master asked a par¬ 
ent’s help on a weekend camp, to 
which the parent’s son was going. 
The parent replied he couldn’t 
help, as he was going on a week¬ 
end fishing trip himself. 

The Cub Master asked a parent 
to take a carload of Cubs to a 
Cub Rally. But the parent was 
golfing that weekend, so he 
couldn’t go. 

A parent was asked to attend 
the Tuesday night parent meet¬ 
ing, once a month. But that was 
the night he curled, so he couldn’t 
attend. 

There certainly is nothing wrong 
with any of these adult activities, 
but is there anything wrong with 
the Scouting organization? Or is 
this the one organization too 
many? 

The horse and buggy days have 
come and gone — is Scouting con¬ 
sidered in this same category? It 
has become fashionable to con¬ 
demn youth and unfashionable to 
help them. Is this productive? No! 
Youth is the most valuable asset 
there is. 

Once again — is Scouting the 
one organization too many? Par¬ 
ent support in the very near 
future will decide this. The de¬ 
dicated supporters — subsidizing 
Scouting — are too few to carry 
on.

and can be easily broken when 
the animal is dropped. 

In committee reports, Don Mc¬ 
Cord claimed there were fewer 
ducks in the east country this 
year. More geese than ever are on 
Lake McGregor and the river but 
they appear to be thin and in 
poor shape. 

The poisoning of coyotes was 
scored by members as well as the 
use of insecticides and some sprays 
as it was felt if pheasants were 
not being killed by these poisons 
the meat may be infected. 

An objection to the opening of 
duck season before that of pheas¬ 
ant was that especially along the 
Little Bow many pheasants are 
shot while hunters presumably are 
after ducks. 

A lengthy discussion arose from 
a report that according to new 
legislation, such wild life as cou¬ 
gar, coyote and rabbit, among 
others, are protected by law. Sub¬ 
sequently a check with local 
RCMP reveals this is not the case 
and that the regulations in this 
regard have changed only on tech¬ 
nicalities involved. 

Description of fur-bearing ani¬ 
mals is given in Section 1 of the 
Game Act as: any animal, dead or 
alive, that is wild by nature, and 
that produces fur of a marketable 
value, the pelt or skin of which 
may be used for the manufacture 
of clothing or rugs, and without 
limiting the generality of the fore¬ 
going, includes any beaver, bob¬ 
cat, 'badger, cougar, coyote, ermine, 
fisher 1 , fox, hare, lynx, marten, 
mink, musikrat, otter, rabbit, 
skunk, squirrel, weasel, wolf or 
wolverine. 

The act reads: ‘’Subject to Sec¬ 
tion 55 (which deals with license 
or permit on registered trap lines) 
a resident may hunt, trap or kill 
without license or permit, on any 
lands to which he has a right of 
access any timber wolf, coyote, 
cougar, wolverine, skunk, porcu¬ 
pine*, rabbit, end any other animal 
that the Lieutenant Governor in 
Council may from time to time de¬ 
signate. 

However, this is qualified by the 
following Sub-Sec. (2): No person 
who has killed or is in possession 
of a fur 'bearing animal shall allow 
the skin or pelt thereof to be 
wasted, destroyed or spoiled. 

The above applies only in the 
yellow and white areas of the 
province and is generally that land 
east of No. 2 highway and south 
of No. 16 highway. This is an ap¬ 
proximate boundary only, and can 
be located accurately on the map 
given out with big game licenses.
